She Talamba murder trial re-opened ab 
the Criminal Fea before the ‘Chief 
Justice, - yesterday, | fresh jury was 
impanelled. . 

The prisoner wos're-charged and plead- 
ed not guilty. 

The Attorney General, the Hon.. Mr. 
J. H. Kemp, then addressed the court on 
the facts, as already recorded, following 
which, evidence was called again.’

~. After thirtySnine years’ service with the 
O.P.R. and C.P.S., Mr. James Rankin, 
who has. been. general agent at the Hong- 
kong office, has just retired.’ He left 
Hongkong early this morning asa pas- 
senger on the R.M.S. Bmpress of, Ruagia, 
and is proceeding to England, vid 
Canada, to settle down and enjoy’ his 
retirement.

Mr. Rankin joined ‘the a P: Ri in ‘May, 
1897, and served as a general clerk in the 
passenger department. in Montreal for 
Q period of ‘five years. In November, 
1802, he -was transferred to a” similar 
position in Hongkong, and held ‘that 
Position for five years. In December, 
1597,

From Decomber, 1900, 
to June, 1902, he served at Kobe and 
Yokohama. Mr. Rankin returned to 
Hongkong in Juric, 1002, and’ served in 
various capacities until-the middle of 
1003.
